Of this popiſb Match. in 1630, 
was born Prince Charles, afterwards King CHARLES II; 
and in 1633, the Duke of York, afterwards King James II: 
And by the Articles of Marriage they were educated by their 
popith Mother ' till they were ten Ycars old; and then the 
civil Mars between the Parliament and their Father, beginning 
in 1641, 2 and ending in 1646, they followed their popiſh Mo- 
ther into France, where they chiefly ſojourn'd with her al 
1660: When King CHARLES II being reſtored, he ts 
Years after married a Portugeſe Papiſt, Siſter of the King of 
Portugal, About 1650, the aid Duke of York declar'd Him- 


ſelf a Papiſt, and appear'd the Patron and Head of their Party;
